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Qu’ Appelle Vidette: The numbers of 
summary dismissals from the N. W. M. P. 
recently made for more or less trivial offen- 
ces is but # poor and mean way of effecting 
the reduction the Goverment is desirous of 
making in that force, especially when the 
men so discharged are constables who have 
nearly completed the term of service entitl- 
ing them to a pension.

Too rapid 
and open a reduction is very likely to lead 
to incursions of horse thieves and train rob- 
bers from the U. S., and few of the outrages 
so rare in the Canadian Northwest hitherto, 
would soon render such reduction a very 
poor piece of economy. At the same time 
we think the N. W. M. P. authorities by 
retaining such a largeforce at Regina in com- 
parative uselessness instead distributing the 
men throughout the country and making 
them more generally serviceable for the ex- 
tinction of prairie fires, &c., have them- 
selves to blame for the reduction in the force 
now being made.

Owing to many of 
the places where it had been intended 
the commission should sit not desiring 
to offer any complaints, it had been 
found impossible to delay the visit of 
the commission to Edmonton as long as 
had been intended. It was only on 
Friday last that the commission had 
found they must visit Edmonton at 
once anda telegram had at once been 
despatched to Isaac Cowie, secretary of 
the board of trade, announcing the pre- 
sent sitting. 

The chairman then declared the com- 
mission ready to receive evidence, and

Mr. Cowie secretary of the board of 
trade proceeded to offer the statement 
compiled by the board. The chairman

This shows an average overcharge of 
44c per 100 Ibs. or 45 per cent against 
Edmonton and on fifth class goods 
a discrimination of 59 per cent. Fin- 
mark to Montreal includes the North 
Shore route, the most expensive of the 
whole route to build and very expen- 
sive to operate. Edmonton to Winni 
peg is all on the prairie section, the 
cheapest part of the whole route to 
build and operate, 

To compensate us for the fact that 
no reductions are made to us for the 
long haul from the east, we might at 
least expect to get a fair rate to the 
west which is for geographical reasons 
ouronly possible export market. The 
excuse made for the high rates west is 
that the route is the “most expensive 
and «difficult to operate on the contin- 
ent,” and in consequence an addition 
which we term in this statement com- 
puted mileage is made tothe actnal 

mileage in framing (some of) their 
tarifis. We are prepared to. make 
due allowance for the extra difficulty of 
operating the mountain section pro- 
vided this factor is equally taken into 
account in framinge tariffs in other 
places as well as between Edmonton 
and its markets. While this computed 

ileage is borne in mind as against

Kdmonton it appears to be entirely 
omitted in transcontinental tariffs and 
is taken little account of in many other 
instances. The computed mileage add- 
ed on the mountain section between 
Edmonton and Vancouver is 333 miles 
increasing the actual distance of 834 
miles to 1167 miles, This addition is 
made entirely to the mountain section 


between Canmore and Vancouver an 
actual distance of 070 miles being an 
addition of 58 per mile on that section.

Revelstoke, 
west of all the great difficulties of ‘this 
difficult route and 71 actual miles 
further from Port Arthur than Edmon- 
ton has a considerably less rate, than 
Edmonton and Larkin 153 miles 
further from Port Arthur, still further 
west of the great difficulties of the 
mountain section and 30 miles out on a 
branch line besides, has practically the 
same rate as Edmonton. The tables 
quoted from go to show that freight 
in these sections of difficult operation 
is carried at avery small advance on 
the rates charged on the prairie sections 
of the main line, the difference between 
Donald and Ashcroft, both in the 
mountain section, 254 miles, and Moose 
Jaw and Dunmore in the prairie section 
261 miles being only 20c per 100 lbs. 
on the total schedule a difference of 12 
per cent. 


The special tarif given Winnipeg 


as it is to the mileage from Edmonton 
to Vancouver the discrimination 
against Edmonton is shown in a much 
stronger light.
